^ The supreme court refused to grant

county court before Judge Perry L.

Canvass Ruled In Error.

The hunter's army numbered about 
4.000 Individuals In the I^kes region, 
according to Conservation Warden 
James Lynch of Fox" Lake. Under 
die now regulations, sunrise hunting 
of ducks, geese, mudhens, snipe, and 
other species of waterfowl Is prohll^ 
Itcd by law and the shooting enthus- 
iasts wore restricted until 7 o'clock. 

Hunters Beat Whistle. 

So eager were some ot the hunters, 
however, that at 0:65 a. m. a blast 
rumbled over the Lakes region, five 
minutea ahead of tho'startlng whistle. 
Even a steady downpour of rain failed 
to stop the hunters and moat, of the 
boats wore In the wded beds around 
tho shores and in the center of the 
lake before 6:15. Many hunters got 
their limit of 15 mudhens In the first 
halt hour, Just after tho birds were 
scared from the top of tho water by 
the constant shotgun blasts. 

Last year's opening day fatalities 
claimed two deaths, two seriously 
wounded, and more than a score ot 
minor accidents. 



With a truce declared In tho milk

State Law Forces Antioch 

to Cut Parking 50 percent 



New Traffic Code Requires 

Parallel Parking on 

Illinois .Highway 

Antloch faces the loas of more than 
fifty percent of Its already Inadequate 
parking space In tho business district. 

This Is tho" latest problem on tho 
hands of the mayor and board of trua- 
tees following the new state trafllc 
law which forcea tho elimination of 
diagonal parking on state highways. 
This law means not only the painting 
out of diagonal space lines and re- 
placing them with. markers parallel 
to the curb, but also the breaking of 
a parking habit that has been In ef- 
fect since the horse and buggy oru^ 
- A survey shows that where 115 
cars may park diagonally on both 
sides of Main street, which happeis 
to bo part of state highway 54, Just 
fibout 54 will be able to squeeze In 
along the curb when parked parallel 
according to tho now state traffic law 
requirement. If Lake street la con- 
sidered l)art of state highway 50, as 
It has be^ lu tho past, there will be 
the elimination of space for nine othor 
cars where IG aro now uccommodatcd 
by dlngonal parking. , 

Tho west aide of Main street, from 
Park avenue to Orchard street, has 62 
diagonal spaces, while the cast atdo 
has 63. 

According to the state law a city, 
town or village can bo hold equally 
liable for an accident eaufled by an 
nutoniobilo or truck backing tronr.a 
marked diagonal parking space Into 



the stream of trafllc on a state high- 
way. 

'With visions ot the present parking 
space reduced to leas than half, the 
vlllago- fathers are wondering where 
to find places for motor cars which 
oven now havo a dtfilcult time to park 
on busy afternoons and nights The 
problem la atlll more perplexing as 
warnings are being iasued that* the 
state expects to enforce this new re- 
quirement of the traffic code. 



Remove 3 Islands 

from Lake Marie 



Eight large tracts, the majority ot 
which are In northern Lake county 
east of Antloch, will provide homos 
for 63 Lake county resldenta as soon 
as the government erects buildings as 
part of the Federal Subsistence 
Homestead plan.

Each of the tracts have been given 
names for Identification and complete 
plans and specifications for the new 
hemes, .bams and wellrhouaes were 
received at the LlbertyvUle office 
Thursday. 

On State Line. 

On the extreme northern part of 
Lake county Is the so-called White 
tract, located on the Illinois-Wiscon- 
sin state line Just cast of Koute 45 
which contains 90 acres and will ac- 
commodate eight new homes and one 
remodeled house. 

The Mlnoque tract at the interaec- 
tton of Routes 41 and 173 contains 80 
ncroa for eight new homea, while the 
Fullen tract. Just west of the Inter- 
sectlon'of Routes 173 and 46 (Hick- 
ory) will provide two new homes. 

About one and one-half miles north- 
west of Mlllburn Is the Jack tract 
where six new homes will he built 

Largest Near Mlllburn. 

The largeat of the plats, the Fagan 
tract on Route 45. a mile and one-half 
north of Mlllburn, contains 110 acres. 
The government's plans call for the 
construction of 10 new homes and thn 
remodeling of the house already on 
the property.' 

Tho Clark tract of 20 acres, located 
aboutone mile north of Grand avenue, 
Just west of Gurnee, will provide two 
homes while on the Wadsworth road, 
a short distance east of Rt. 41, Is the 
Leech tract of 80 acres where seven 
new homes will be erected with the 
remodeling ot tho house now on the 
grounds.

Wendell Martin of Walseka, who 
was foreman for Mehlahn construc- 
tion company and supervisor of the 
construction ot tho Roote 173 gap 
through Antloch this year,' was tho 
other driver In the crash near Har- 
vard Sunday wblch resuUed in the 
death of Sidney Smith, well-known 
Chicago Tribune cartoonist and creat- 
or of "The Gumps." Martin is tn a 
Harvard hospital with a broken hip, 
a fractured Jaw and Internal injuries. 

The cartoonist was diving alono In 
a small sedan when his car collided 
at approximately 3:45 a. m. with Mar- 
tin's sedan, who was alone and driv- 
ing to his company's headquarters In 
Algonquin. There were no witnesses 
to the crash* but it Is believed that 
the two cars met almost on the center 
line of U. S. Route 14. Smith's car 
was whirled around, hurtled off tho 
road and Into a telegraph pole. Mar- 
tin's car was thrown on its side but 
remained on the pavement 

Stato Highway policeman Osmlr

Smith dead with the top of his head 
crushed In, and Martin moaning, 
pinned In his car.

This "lunatic fringe" has so far shown itself to be 
100 per cent deaf to the most elementary principles of 
reason. Its members know that excessive speed is the 
most prolific of all causes of serious accidents, and that 
•a collision that would be unimportant at 20 miles an 
hour will probably prove fatal at sixty— yet they con- 
tinue to push the throttle through the floorboards. They 
know that passing on hills and curves is an invitation to 
the coroner — yet so important does time seem to them 
that they arc perfectly willing to risk their necks and 
the necks of other drivers to sive a few usually unim- 
portant minutes. They know that weaving in and out 
of traflic, driving on the wrong side of the road and simi- 
lar stuoid practices, may mean sudden death in one of 
its mos't horrible forms— yet they persist in these prac- 
tices. They know that many accidents, fatal and minor 
alike, can be attributed to cars in faulty mechanical con- 
dition — yet they continue driving many an "old heap" 
when its horn is silent, its lights are either glaring or in- 
adequate, its steering shimmies, and its brakes are abou:

Tho oldest fossil belonging 
to this rndfjnt croup yet fotind on the 
continent Ims boon Idontlllcd In mnto- 
rlnl Rnlhered In the .Snnko river vnlloy 
of Idiiho by Dr. C. Lewis Gazin, Smith- 
sntilim Institution pnloontologlst Tho 
deposits belon;;(;d to the Into plloccno 
or onrly plclatnccno period of tho geol- 
oglata, nbout at tho atnrt of tbo great 
Ice nKoa more timn 2,000,000 ycnra ngo. 
Tills porcupine left only n part of Ita 
lower Jriw In the rock as a record for 
posterity, but tlila was enough for Dr. 
Robert \V. Wllauii, pnloflntoln^jst of tho 
Cnllfornin Institute of Technology, to 
place it in tlie proper rnnilly. 

It was evidently a somcwbat larger, 
heavier crcntiiro than either of the two 
porcupine species now found In tho 
Gnltcd States. Hitherto the creatures 
have been considered relatively late 
arrivals on this continent, although 
they have a greater antiquity In South 
America. Other bones gathered In tho 
"area Indicate that South Araorlcnn an- 
imal types wqr*? penetrating far north- 
ward at the time. » - 

Fossils of both tbc extant fipecica of 
porcupines go back only to cave or 
volcanic flssuro deposits dating from 
the mlddlo or Into Iconge period. Hith- 
erto only one fossil reinesentlng an ex- 
tinct species of porcupine hna been '?" 
corded on The continent This was a 
rather complete skull obtained from a 
volcanic Ossurc In Arizona and dated 
from the lato pleistocene period. 

The Indications are that the porcu- 
pines may have been In North America 
oven In the early plloceoo period, or 
more than 10,000.000 years ngo. 

Hitherto, however, tlio tangible evi- 
dence of this consisted only of two 
teeth found In the Niobrara river ro; 
glon of Wyoming, and paleontologists 
aro In doubt as to whether these could 
not be assigned moro properly to an 
ancient beaver. No additional remains 
ever have been found In tho area. 

Tho remains Identllicd by Dr. AVllaon 
nro closer to the present porcupines 
than to the older animal.
